Philudelphin; the New York through trains
cross 4 branch of the Reading Road, and pass
around Philadelphia by the connecting rallway;
that was not in exlstence In 1865; the Lacka-
wanna snd Bloomsburg Road strikes the
Northern Central Raiiway two miles from Sun-
bury; Northumberland ia two miles west of
Bunbury; that road connects with Philadelphis
(records examined), and ind that on April 18,
1861, there were lwo passenger trains called first
and second mail ran between Elmira sod Wil
linmsport; by the records here ooth trains lefi
at B o'clock; I know nothing of a special train:
when I was on the stand before, I was asked it
I was in Elmira on April 13; 1 desire to correct
that, ns I know by telegrams that I promisod to
be in Elmira on the 12th and 131h, and [ was
probably there; by the record the irain left Sun-
bury at 12¢13 on the mght of April 18, and
arrived at Balthmore at 7°25 A, M. on the 14
at the Bolton depot.

By Mr, Bradley—I have no special recollec-
tion of coming from Elmira to Willlamsport on
8 special train run April 18th; the record
ghows that a special train ron on the 12th, and
there 1s no record ot a special train on the 18th
going souwth; I do notrecollect coming down
in & eabose on the 13th; I never saw the
prisoner until I saw him In Court; I donot
recollect hils coming from Elmira with me on &
special train; if T came down I[rom Flmira
thal day, no one could have come In 4 sin-
gle ear without my knowing it; I am positive
1 never saw the priconer before; I have no re-
collection whatev'r of having been on that
train; the most direct and expeditious roate
from Bunbury to Washington is by the Northern
Centrail Railroad to Baltimore; the train onm
Aprii 13 left Bunbury for Baltimore at 12°13 mid-
night, and arrived at Baltimore at 7°25 A, M. of
the 14th of April; I know it takes four hours
from Harrisburg to Baltimore; it tekes the same
time to run [rom Harrisburg te Philadelphia as
from Harnsburg to Baltimore; a freight train
left Sunbury ot 4*30 P. M. on the 18th of April;
that train ran to Muarysville; I dou't know
if there was a clear connection for freight
trains with Marysville and Harrisburg; Marys-
vile is 8 miles from Harrisburg; the train
arrived at Marysville at 920 P, M.; that was the
last freight train that left Sunbury on April 13;
the pussenger train left at 2:18 P. M., and arrived
at Harrisburg at 3-30 A, M.; between 8:30 A, M,
and 3430 A, M, on the 14th, no train left Harrls-
burg for Baltimore; the Poltsville road does not
intersect the Northern Central Ratlroad directly;
the time from Harrizburg to Reading 12 from two
to two and o half hours; theré is no direct con-
nection between our road and the Catawissa
road,

House several hours; it was due at Baltimore at
8 A, M.; the second train left Washington
at 7716, and arrived in Baltimore at 2:40; iis
time due was 8°16, but 1t was detained at toe

By Mr, Brudley—The above trains were de-
taiped at the Relay House and searched; 1 as-
sisted in the search.

Wasminerow, July 26.
Civil Officers in Lounisiana,
A semi-official letter from New Orleans de-
nies the statement that General Sheridan in-
tends to remove all the civil officers in his dis-
trict who cannot take the test oath, but admite
that he may find it necessary to displace
Lieutenant-Governor Voorhees and a fow other
prominent officials in Lonisiana, and that he
will certainly remove a majority of the
civil officers in Texas. The psame letter
statea that the registration in Lonisiana
has been completed, and that everything
is in readiness in that State to oarry
out the reconstruction policy of Con-
gress as soon as an official copy of the lasé
Supplementary Act is received. The removals
threatened in Texax are rendered necessary to
secure a full enrolment of the voters of many
of the counties of that State, by the continued
interference of some of the civil officers with
the registering boards. In several counties
members of the boards have been assassinated,
and in others they have been prevented from
assembling and commencing their labors by
threats of personal violence from ex-Rebels.
The same anthority announces the abandon-

ment of the Mexican filibustering schemes
which have agitated the Gulf eoast since the
death of Maximilian.

Tax on Distilled Bpirits,

A tremendous pressure is already brought
to bear upon the Secretary of the Tressury and
Commisgioner of Internal Revenue to prevent
the carrying out of contemplated reforms inm
the manner of collecting the tax on distillsd
spirits, So many millions of capital are
involved in the illicit produection of liquorss
that a league of the prominent distillers and
rectifiers 18 & most formidable power to over-
come, The Department has, however, in
contemplation a plan for the collection
of the whisky tax which will probably be
made public within the coming fortnight.

The Coming Election in Tennessee.

Another deputation from Tennessee hias been
here urging the President to send Federal
troops to that State, in order to insure order
at the polls on the first of August. They re-
present that thirty United States soldiers sta-
tioned at the polla in each county will seours
order sud a fair election. The President re-
plisd that he had Jeft that matter entirely in
the control of General Thomas, and the 'peti-
tion must be submitted to him, and that no
doubt the General would have a suflicient

force present to protect voters and preserve
order, should the civil authorities of the State
fail to do g0,
